B.—In exercise of the powers conferrod ty Sections 17 and 6 of the Indian 
Explosives Act, 18e4 (1V of 1884), as applied to Berar, and in supersession of the notification 
of the Government of Indja in the Foreign and Political Department, No, 623-1. B, dated 
the 29th April 1915 :— + 


I, The Governor General in Counoil is pleased hereby to declare that acetylene, when 
liquid or when subject to a pressure above that of the atmosphere capable of supporting a 
column of water exceeding two hundred and fifty incites in height, and whether or not in 
admixture with other substances, or when in admixture with atmospheric air or with orygen 
's in whatever proportion and at whatever pressure, and whether or not in admixture ‘with 
sother substances, shall be deomed to be an explosive within the meaning of the said Act as 
applied, subject to the following exception, that if it be shown to the satisfaction of the 
Governor General in Council that acetylene declared to ba an explosive by this notification 
when in admixture with any substance, or in any form or condition, is not possessed of 
explosive properties, the Governor General in Council may, by order, exempt such acetylene 

+ grom being deemed to be an explosive within the moaning of the said Act as applied: 

Provided that nothing in this notification shall apply to acetyloné in admixture with 
air when such admixture takes place+ only in a burner or contrivance in which the mixture 
is intended to be burnt : 

-Provided also that nothing in this notification shall be held to apply to an admixture of 
acetylene and air which may unavoidably occur in the first use or re-charging of an apparatus 
properly designed and constructed with a view to the production of pure acetylene : 

Provided also that acetylene, when in admixture with oil-gas (that is to say, a gas 
manufactured from mineral oil), shall not when ander compression be deemed to be an explosive 
within the meaning of the said Act as applied, if the following conditions are falilled, 
namely :— 


(1) The acetylene shall be generated only by the Atkins Dry Process. 

(2) The proportion of acetylene shall not exceed fifty parts by volume, in every one

An Act to make further provision with respect to the government 
of India. : 


[28rd December, 1919.) 


My BERHAS it is the declared policy of Parliament to provide for the 
inoreasing association of Indians in every branch of Indian administration, 
and for the gradual development of self-governing institutions, with a view 
to the progressive realisation of responsible government in British India as 
an integral part of the empire: ; “ 
And whereas progress in giving effect to this policy can only be achieved 
alata stages, and it is expedient that avtatantiel: steps in this direction 
yuld now. be taken 

And whereas the time and manner of each advance can be determined 
only by Parliament, upon whom responsibility lies for the welfare and 
advancement of the Indian peoples: 

And whereas the action of Parliament in such matters must be guided 
by the lala received from those on whom new opportunities of service 
will be conferred, and by the extent ¢o which it is found that confidence can 
be reposed in their sense of responsibility : . 

And whereas concurrently with the gradual development of self-governing 
institutions in the Provinces of India it is expedient to giye to those 
Provintes in provincial matters the largest measure of sor ae of the 
Government of India, which is compatible with the due discharge by tho 
latter of its own responsibilities :

Treatment and Disposal of Unclarmed Goods and Parcels.

(c) Unclaimed articles will be liable to the wharfage and demurrage 
charges hereinbefore referred to, as well as to all freight and special expenditure 
incurred by the Railway on account of their custody and disposal. 

(d) Where articles, such as arms, ammunition, explosives, intoxicating 
liquors, opicm and its preparations, and hemp drugs, the sale of which by 
unlicensed persons is prohibited by law, are left unclaimed in the possession of 
the Railway, they will be made over to the Police or Excise authorities for 
disposal under the laws affecting the article. When not of a dangerous, perish- 
able, or offensive character they will, however, be retained in the possession of 
the Railway for the same period as that prescribed for other unclaimed articles.

7, We accept in the first place the proposal of the Lieutenant-Governor that the ti 
the Viveroy should be altered to that of « Governor-General of India and Burma.”

‘that this alteration of tho title of the ‘Viostoy will bo an appropriate means of rocognizing . 
‘its distinctive position. We are opposed, however, to taking any step which would prejudge 
the question of separation, aud cannot therefore approve of the exclusion of Burma from the — - 
Tndian Legislative Assembly, which measure wouldin our judgment be tantamount to recog- 
nizing that separation was imovitable at no distant date. Burma shares with India a common 
‘systom of taxation for central purposes and its exclusion from the Assembly, which controls

their Indian competitors. ‘To impose on suck: a people a system of government in whicl 
ms without tho roquisite training or capacity would bo called on to assume unaided the 
Figheet responsibilities would be an experiment too rash for statesmanship to contemplate. 
_ We must take ‘the facts as they are; we must build on such fouudation as actually exists ; 
and there are at presont no foundations on which the elaborate structure of the Indian system 
could be superimposed. The new constitution should bo framed on as generous lines as 
possible Raabe aa of progressive liberalisation'with the growth of experience and capacity 
amongst the people. «But it is equally essential that in framing it, due account should be 
taken of the political immaturity of the people. We ore anxious that the advance towards 
responsible government should be aa rapid as we ean make it, but nothing will be gained by 
‘abtempting to force the pace to an extent whish ignores the governing conditions of the 
ptobleni, India has had to. pass through a long courso of political training before it 
was found possible to confer on her the reforms which have now been embodied in the Goyern- 
ment of India Act; and though we nd “believe that in--Burma this stage can be 
curtailed considerably, we do not think that it can be dispensed with entirely. Woaim at 
giving the Burmans a control over the administration far largor than they ha 
itherto enjoyed, but before we can concede to them the same measure of tesponsil 
government as wo ate about to confer on the Indian provinces, there must be an 
intermediate period of prepatation and training. This conclasion Lis to us to-be 
eutirdly consistent with the recommendation of the Joint Committee. ‘The term “ analogous” 
employed by tho Committeo is doubtless in itself susceptiblo of mote than ono interpretation ; 
+> but the Committeo have explicitly recognised the differono»s botweon India and Burma and we 
Yead it, therefore, not as connoting identity or even clos similarity, but, rather, as indicating 
‘that, in their opinion the Burmans should receive a constitution’ as liberal having regard to 
the relative political development of the province as that which has been granted to their 
Indiah fellow subjects. @ ate confident that the proposals which we shall now proved to 
describe will satisfy this condition, 














9. We contemplate first a wide extension of local self-government ori the lines proposed by 
. the Lieatenant-Governor. . We attach importance to this part of our programme of reforms, 
‘not Only as. means.of conferring control over local affairs, but also because it is on the local 
Bes that we mast primarily rely for the development of administrative capacity and electoral 
experience amongst the people. The Municipal Act will now be extended -to all urban areas 
of any sizo and importance ; all municipal committecs will be mainly cleetive and almost 
entirely non-official ; and all municipal officials will be appointed by the Committees them. 
selves. Such control as it will still be necessary to retain will thus be exorcised in future from 
without and not from within. In rural areas much of the powers in local affairs hitherto 
exercised by the Deputy Commissioncr will be entrusted to Circle Boards and District 
Councils. Circle Boards will be constituted from:members elected by groups of village tracts 
andthe electorate will comprise all residents in each group who are assessed to capitation tax or 
thathameda or income-tax or who have been exempted from such taxation on grounds other 
than poverty. Tho Distriot Council will consist of repzosentalives elested by tho Circle Boards 
and members returned by each Municipal area in the district. It wil’ supervise and be 
responsible for the working of the Circle Boards, whose functions in the main will be those 
delegated to them by the Council; and it will administer such local matters as vernacular 
‘education, sanitation, roads, ote. ‘These’ measures will give Burma a system of local solf- 
government as extensive and as liberal as that of any provincw in India,

10. The Burma Logislative Council was created in 1897. As first conatitnted, it con 
“sisted of 9 nominated-mombors, 4 of whom were officials. In 1909 the membership of the 
"Council was inerensed to 17 andin 1915 to 19. As late, however> as 1916 tho only. elected 

members of the Couneil were two Europeans, and the sole representatives of the indigenous 
“races wore two Burmans, one Karen onda Shan Obief, “Burma has thus never had a Council 
of th kin! which was established in India by the Mucley-Mint Reforms.

In the Ist place, the position of the Presidents would still ba 
merely that of Secretaries to e local Government, ontitled to'refer matters to the hesd of the 
provinoes but..néb authorised to over-rule the beads of departments with whom they were 
to be-vagsociated.y"Seooridly, it tails to satisfy the demand for a Governor in Council for 
whith Buran cpinionwould certainly, and, we think, rightly press, On the other land 
we are-anxious to retain whet we regard as the valusblo feature in the system, viz.,.the 
assooiation with cach non-official memier of an official eolleague. If there were ten svuile 
able amongst the Burmans capable of assumiog unaided the duties of Executive Councillors, 
we should have had no hesitation in recommending the appointinent of an Fxveutive Council 
of the ordinary type-and indeed in all probability of Ministers too, But there are in fact no 
such Burmans at present, nor are they likely to be forthcoming for a number of vearp yet ;

bets would be in sole charge of their departments. ‘The solution is to be found in the division 
of the Exeestive Couneil into departmental eommi:tees, Our proposal is that the Goverament 
of Barina ehould in future consis: of a Governor and au Executive Couneil and that the Exeoue 
tive Connoil should be divided into committees each of which wonld contain one official and one 
non-official member: The Lieuteuant-ftoverncr agrees that « Council of six members (which 
would absorb oertain departmental offices such as those of the Development and Financial com. 
missionurs) would be adequate, and we propose therefore that the strength of the Council should 
be fixed at this number, and that there chould be three committeos, one for home affairs and. 
local self-Government, one for revenue and finance and one for development. As im the normal 
form of Council Goverument, tho Governor himself wouid administer certain subjects such as 
the Shan States, frontior and hill tracts and the army and marine. ‘The members of each com. 
mitteeswould have equal powers; but the ‘non-oflicial member would be the senior member- 
In the gvont of any difference of opinion between the members of the committee, either member 
would be entitled to refer the question in issue to the Governor but—and here our scliomo differs 
radically from that originally proposed by the Lieutenant-Governor—he would also, if not well- 
ing to,defor to the views of the Governor, have tho right to demand that the matter should be 
taken in full @ouncil. Decisiors in Counci] would be those of the majority but the Governor 
would have the emergency powcr eonferred by seation 50 (2) of the Government of India Act. 
For the present at any rate we recommend tha! ene non-official should be a Eurgnean and that 
two should be Burmans. All members of the Council should be appointed by the Crown on 
the advice of the Governor and should receive the same pay which anight suitably be fixed at 
Re. 4,000 per mensem. 






































19. In the selection of non-official members we would not restrict tho field of choice to 
the elected members of the Logistature, It should be open to the Governor to recommend 
for uppointiment any euitable person, whether an elected mether of the Legislature or not. 
But we would further lay down that an elected member of the Legislative Council should, if 
appointed to bo a member of the Executive Council, resign his elective seat on the Legislative 
Council. Parliament has already aeceptod our viow that it is impossible to reconcile seman 
lity to the Legislature with the position of a member of an Exeoutive Council, The attempt 
to combine responsibilities so incompatible could only lead to that particular typo of deadlock 
which was the cardinal weakness of the scheme of the five Governors. A dualism would at 
once be established, bat of a particularly unsatisfactory type, sinoo the two elements in the 
Government would have no separate spheres of work and would be liable to come into conilict 
over the whol range of their duties. When astage has been reached io the political develop 
ment of Burma at which the non-official members of the Couneil can be relieved of their official 
colleagues, the way will lie open for tho appointment of full-blown sninisters. Our scheme 
is designed only to meet the requirements of the period of transition and training which. still 
Ties before us, and is consistent with whatever line of advanee inay be found tose the most 
promising. But it is none the less important that the Government to be set opin Burma 
should not prove unequal to the tasks which will confront it, and wo can conceive @f nothing 

“more likely to imperil its chances of success thon a form of dualism which would reduce the 
Executive to impotence, 


14, This concludes our proposals for the new constitution. They differ in many tespects, 
the importanoe of which we do not seck to minimise, from the scheme of reforms which hag 
heon approved for India. But we hold that the differences ate no greater tban the disparity. 
in political conditions warrants, Relatively to these conditions the advance will be at least ag 
great in the case of Burma as in that of the Indian proviuees. Burma will secure at ove stroke 
a wide extension of local self-Government, a Legislature in which the elected clement will 
havo a substantial majority and the gontrol of legislation, and an Exceutive Government in 
which the official element will have only a bare preponderance. We beliove that these reforme 
‘will be yecognized as adequate and indeed generous by all moderate Burman opinion and we 
trust that ther will commend themsclyes to your judgment.

I, The Governor-General in Couneil is pleased hereby to declare that acetylene, when 
jignid or when subject to a pressure above that of the atmosphere capable of supporting a 
Pion of water execeding two hundred and fifty inches in height, and whether or not in 
admixture with other substances, or when in admixture with-atmospherie air or with oxygen 
gas in whatever proportion and at whatever pressure, and whother or not in admixture with 
other substances, shall be desmed to be an explosive within the meaning of the.aaid Act 
as-applied, subject to the following exception, that if it be shown to the satisfaction of the 
Governor-General in Council that acetylene declared to be an explosive by this notification 
when in admixture with any substance, or in any form or condition, is not /posséssed of 
explosive -properties, the Governor-General in Council may, by order, exempt such’ acetylene 
from being deomed to be an explosive within the meaning of the said Act as applied.”

RULES UNDER SECTION 30 (1A.) OF 
THE GOVERNMENT OF INDIA ACT. 


In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 80 (JA.) and section 129A. of the 
Government of Indin Act, the Governor 
General in Couneil, with the sanction of 
the Secretary of State in Council, is pleased 
to make the following rules :—

2. The valuation, which was made on a 4 per cent. basis, showed that. 
there was a surplus in the capitalised value of the assets, actual and contingent, 
over the capitalised liabilities, actual and contingent, of 223,239. The 
veontinuation of the reduction of 123 per cent. in the subscriptions, which 

has heen in foreé since the 1st August 1908, would absorb 102,168/. of this 
surplus, leaving 121,0710. undistributed, 

8. For the reasons set forth in the letter to Mr, Watson dated the 23rd 
Febrnary 1920, Ihave decided, while continuing the 12} per cent. reduction 
in subscriptions as st present, to increase by 25 per cent: all pensions that may 
be payable in respect of the period from the Ist January 1920 to the 8lst

In accordance with instructions conveyed to me by the Accountant-General 
and Director of Funds in bis letter of the 26th March 1918, I baye investigated 
the financial position of the Indian Civil Service Family Pensions Scheme as 
at 31st March 1918. 


2. The previous actuarial investigation into this scheme was made by the 
late Sir George Francis Hardy as at 3!st March 1911, and in that connection 
he made a very elaborate investigation into the past experience of the fund, 
supplemented, whero it seemed useful, by data derived from the Bengal; Madras 
and Bombay Civil Funds, with a view to tne preparation of the necessary 
tables to determine what is likely to be the futuve experience of the Fund with 
regard to— 


(a) the rates of mortality at various ages of subscribers and of actual and 
prospective incumbents ; 


(4) the rates of marriage of the widows and of the daughters of 
subscribers ; 


(c) the rates of marriage of unmarried subscribers and the relative ages 
of husbands and wives at marriage ; 


(@) the number of sons and daughters born to subscribers of various 
ages; and 


(e) the ages at which subscribers wil] retire from active service. 


From the data available suitable graduated tables were produced, which 
Sir George Hapdy ia his Report of 11th November 1913 stated might be re- 
garded as a really trustworthy basis for the financial estimates and one which 
would be of value in the future. ‘he tables in question are for convenience 
geprinted at the end of this Report (Appendix A, ‘Table A), 


8. In connection with the present investigation, I have been furnished by 
the Accountant-General and Director of Funds with full statistics relating to 
the Fund as at 31st Maren 1918, and for the seven intervening years since tho 
date as at which the last investigation was made. ‘Yhe first. point requiring 
investigation wes how far the experience of the Fund since 1914 has, in fact, 
coincided with the above-mentioned tables prepared by Sir George Hardy with 
a view to seeing whether such tables could properly again be used upon this 
occasion. 


4. As the resuli of a full investigation into the new facts, Iam of opinion 
that Sir George Hardy's tables may again be adopted (with one unimportant 
exception, which will be referred to below), but it will be convenient, if only 
for purposes of record, briefly to deal with the figures for the seven years 
1911-1918 pnder each head in detail, x 


Mortality of Subscribers. 


5." The fo'lowing table gives a: summary of the experience with zespect 
to the mortality of subscribers, both active and retired, the facls being arranged 
for convenience in quinquennial groups of ages.

From this table it will be seen that the number of deaths was 78, which is 
four more than the number “ expected” by Table A, This deviation is un- 
important, 


. Mortality of Wives of Subscribers. 


6, During the period 80 wives died, which is six more than “expected ” 
under Table A, but the total figures are so small that no particular significance 
can be attached to this fact, 


Mortality of Widows and Daughters of Subscribers. 


7. Only two widows died during the period, which was the number 
“expected” under Table A, while with regard to the daughters 22 died as 
against 28 deaths “ expected,” 


Mortality of Sons of Subsoribers. 


8, In the case of the sons of subscribers the number who died was 46 as 
against 28 expected” under table A. Of the 46 deaths, however, 19 are 
returned as war casualties, Making allowance for this fact, it will be seen 
that what may be regarded as the normal mortality has closely approximated 
to that experted. 


Marriages. 


9. (a) Single Subscribers. During the period there were 291 marriages 
of single subscribers as against 309 “expected,” showing.as. close an approxi- 
mation between the actual and “expected” morringes as’ could reasonably be 
anticipated. 


(0). Widows.—Here there were 10 marriages as against five “expected” 
under Table A. In the case of re-marriages of widows, not only is the ex- 

ience during the period very small, but the rates given in Table A are 
“ eccndlsae based, as was pointed out by Sir George Hardy, upon very scanty 
* data, aid it is not surprising that there should be some deviation between the 
actual and “expected” results. ‘There seems, therefore, in my judgment at 
present no adequate reason for modifying the Table A rates, and in any case, 
having regard to the small financial “elfect of this particular item on the in- 
vestigation, this point is of no practical significance.

Tt will be seen that the number of marriages of daughters considerably 
exceeded the “expected” under Table A, In this connection it must be 
borne in mind that,as pointed out,by Sir George Hardy, the marriage rates 
deduced by him were based mainly upon the experience of the old Funds, 
In order, therefore to provide for the possibility of a fall in the marriage rate 
in the future, he arbitrarily reduced the rates indicated by the past experience 
by 25 per cent., and it is such reduced rates: which are shown in Table A. 
So far as there has been any rise in the number of marriages during the last 
few years, this may quite likely have been due to special circumstances con- 
neoted with the wor. Moreover, it is possible that, the marriage rate in the 

- immediate future may tend to fall owing, to the social and economic after 
effects of the war, For these reasons, and learing im mind the fact that any 
fallin the marriage rate in the future would have an adverse effect on the 
Funi, it has not been considered advisable to assume on this ogeasion a higher 
marriage tate than that shown in fable A, 


Births of Future Children, 


10. (a) Sons.—The number of sons born was 347 ag against 324 “ex. 
pected,” a sufficiently close approximation. Moreover, the ratio of the 
number of married men at each age to the total number of subseribers at that 
age hasnot altered materially. With regard to sons, therefore, it is satisfactory 
to adopt the Table A ratcs. . 


(2) Daughters—The number of daughters born was 331 as against 298 
“expected.” With regard to theso figures it will be noticed that the actual 
number of daughters born, 831, is about 5 per cent. less than the. number of 
sons born, 347; which is a proportion found normally to obtain in similar 
experiences. ‘This fact suggested an enquiry as to the former data upon 
which the Table A rates were based, and it was found that for the six years. 
1900—1905, and again for the six years 1906—1911, the number of sons born 
exceeded the number cf daughters born by 20 per cent. in each period. ‘No 
particular reason suggests itself why what can only be regarded as the yery 
abnormal experience up to 1911 should recur, and it was therefore decided 
to base the present valuation on the more normal experience of the immediately, 
preceding seven years. In order to earry this out it has been of this occasion 
assumed that the birih rate,of daughters would in future correspond with that 
given for sons in Table A, Lhe “expected” births on this basis during the 
past seven Years wou'd have been almost exactly equal to the actual births 
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s Number and -dges of Subscribers entering the Servige.

From this table it wi!l be seen that throughoat the period the average 
age at entry hos been 24°83, which is practically the samo as during the 
pois six years. With regard to the numbers ¢n’oring the service, it will 

noticed that these fell off considerably during the later years of the war, 


Retirements of Subscribers. 


12. The number of subseribers who retire from active service at the various 
ages is a very important factor in such a Fund as this, and Sir George Hardy 
- in his Report (paras. 19-21) went very carefully into the questions involved. 
The special difficulty in doaling with these points in conncetion with this 
particular Pund is that, owing to the date at which it was established, com- 
meee few of the members have reached the normal age of retirement, 
oreover, since the Fund was established the average age at entry, which in 
the early days wes 21, has increased to slightly over 24, which fact may be 
stant ultimately somewhat to increase the average age at retirement, while 
on the other hand the fact that subscribers are no longer required to pay their 
monthly subscriptions after retirement may {end in the other diteotion, 
Bearing these considerations in mind, and after careful examination of the 
data of the last seven years, Iam of opinion that while there is not at the 
present time sufficient justification for definitely atsuming that retirements will 
ultimately take place earlicr than at an average age of 50, it would be wise 
+ somewhat to strengthen the valuation in this respect to provide a margin for 
future contingencies, and this has accordingly beea done. 
Withdrawals of Subscribers. 

13. Having regard to the present. rules, the influence of withdrawals on 

the Fund is insignificant and may be neglected. 
Basis of Valuation. 

14. The valuation bas been based upon the rates of mortality, marriage, 
c., a8 explained above, combined with interest at the rate of 4 por cint. ia 
accordance with instructions. This involyes the assumption that in the case 

* of each succeeding valuation the capital will from year to year be credited 
with interest at the rate of not less than 4 per cent. so long as any of the 
existing contracts remain in force. 

a : . Resulis of the Valuation. 

15, The valuation balance-sheet appended to this report (Appendix B) 
Shows in detail the results of the valuation’ upon the assumptions described 
above, and assuming that tlie full rates of contributions and donations as ct out 
in Regulation 10 are payable in future.

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16. It will be seen that there was as onthe Slst March 1918 a surplus, 
according to the present valuation, of 223,239/., which figure may be compared 
with the corresponding surplus of about 130,000/. disclosed in the previous 
valuction after taking into accouut the financial effect of the‘ modifications in 
the rules then in contemplation and now in force, 


17. It will be observed that the surplus on the present occasion consider- 
ably exceeds the crrresponding surplus at the previous valuation. I have 
roughly investigated the reason for this, and find that the larger su: is 

rtly due to the rate of interest allowed on the half-yearly balances having 
2 ‘at the increased rate of 4} per cent. from 1st April 1911 to 8lst March 
1914 (when the rate was again reduced to 4 per cent.), but mainly on account 
of the experience of the Fund during tke’seven years having, as regards many 
material items, worked out somewhat more favourably than provided for by the 
tables upon which the valuation was based. 


18. Assuming that on this oceasion it were decided to continue the abate- 
ment of 12} per cent. at present allowed off the contributions, this would absorb 
102,168). of the above-mentioned surplus and would leave 121,071/. of the surplus 
undistributed, This undistributed surplus would represent 7} per cont. of the 
Pund, which would not be an unreasonable amount to keep in hand in a Fund 
of this description if the abatements in the contributions allowed were perma- 
nent. Having regard, however, to the following considerations :— 


(a) that the abatement in subscriptions allowed is subject to revision 
after each valuation ; 


(0) that, as explained above, during the last seven years on the whole the 
experience of the Fund has been somewhat more fayourable than 
that anticipated ; and 


(c) that it has been decided fo allow interest at the rate of 5 per cent. 
on the half-yearly balances of the Fund (which will in itself have 
a very fayourable effect upon the next valuation). 


T am of opinion that until the date of the next valuation the abatement in the 
subscriptions might safely be increased to 20 per cent., which recommendation, 
if adopted, would absorb 163,469/. of the surplus now disclosed, leaving 59,7702. 
to be carried forward. 


Non-European Members of the Indian Civil Service. 


19 It remains to deal with the further question upon which I am instruct- 
ed to report, namely, as to the effect, if any, on the Fund of the admission to 
membership of Seating! members of the Indian Civil Service. 


20, It is understood that it is now compulsory for non-European proba 
tioners admitted in August 1914 and thereafter to join the Fund, and in accord- 
ance with present arrangements such members pay the same fates of subscrip- ” 
tion and receive the same benefits as the European members. At the time 
these new arrangements were authorised it was recognised that, in the absence 
of sufficient material on which to base an investigation of the liabilities that 
would be incurred through the admissicn of non-Europeans to the Pension 
Scheme, no good purpose would be served by taking actuarial advice on the 
point [see Despatch Finapeial), No. 70, dated 28rd May 1913}. 


21. Sinze the new arrangements came into foree in 1914 the number of 
non-European members admitted to the Fund has been 22, all of whom. were 
under 80 years of age at the 31st March 1918, and it is therefore still clearly - 
impossible. to base any conelusions of value upon such small foundations. At 
the same time I recommend that the statistics relating to this class continue to 
be kept separately as they may ultimately prove useful.. In the meanti 
these 22 members are, of course, included in the present valuation with the 

' otlier members.

IMPORT PROHIBITIONS. 


‘The following is a translation of the French Presidential Decree of 23rd April (published 
in the “ Jourual Oficiel ” on 28th April), prohibiting the importation into Franco ant J Algeria 
of a lange number of “luxury ” and. * fancy ” articles and products the use of which is 
optional. Prefixed to the Decree is a Ministerial Report, in which the ciroumstances which 
ite the measure are explained. 





MINISTERIAL REPORT, 
Paris, 23rd April, 1920. 


p An examination of the foreign trades returns of France shows that for the 1919 
the value of imports had risen to almost 30,000,000,000 francs, while the value of sop ds : 
was less than 9,000,000,000 francs, that is, only 29 per cout. of the imports, It iani. 
versally admitted that this enormous inequality between our purchases and our sales is the 
chiot cause of the fall in the French exchange, and consequently of the increase in the cost 
of living. 

An analysis of (he foreign trade figures shows that in 1919, as compared with 1913, 
imports of foodstuffs and of manufactured articles inoreasod by 26 and 18 per sont, respectively, 
in weight, and by 374 and 37% per cent, respectively in value. As rogaids raw materials, the 
weight of imports was 20 per cent. less than in 1913, but 167 per cent. more in value, 


‘The inflation of values is, however, seen even more strikingly in the oase of exports, 
{As compard with 1913, the tonnage of our exports) in 1019 deareased by. 74 per cont.- tliat 
4s, by three-quarters, but nevertheless, the value of the 1929 exports (8,713,)00,000.feanes) 
exceeded the valne of the 19133 exports. (6,880,000,000. franes) by 1,883,000,000. franos, 
oF 26 por cent. 





Our trade balance has not improved appreciably daring the first three mouths of 1920, as 

compared with the corresponding period of 1010. It_ is, true that the neler rts shows 
fn inerense of 186} per cent. (884,000,000 francs, ae against 1,181,000,000), but this 
increase does not go far towards restoring the pre-war situation, as the weight of goods exported 
(2,879,000 tons) was only balf that of the first quarter of 1013 (4,750,000 tons) ; on the 
other band imports have increased by a further 22°45 per cent. (7,767,000,000 francs, as 
‘against 0,843,000,000 france); so that the. difference betweep imports and exports during the 
three months io, question reaches. the considerable figure of 4,888,000,000 france, or 120%, por 
cont. ‘The result is that the prioes of goods continue to rise, and that our exchange isin a 
. worse plight than ever before 


As, unfortonately, a sufficient revival of our export trade. cannot be looked for while our 
ional production ‘remaivs so low, the only remedy for this disastrous vituation lies in 
ing the most rigorous economy by limiting beth our internal expenses and our foreign 
Parchasos to an absolute minimum, But it is, obvious that in this matter persuasion alone 
would be powerless. 


Cunsequently, and in conformity with the statement made, and approved by the Chamber 
of Deputies, during ‘the discussion on, the Bill tor providing new sourpes of reventte, the 
Government deem it imperative forthwith to impose most stringent restrictions on import, 


Other countries whose economic situation is less precarious than that of Franco have 
already taken this step. In any ease, for our part we realise that the question is vital, for if 
we oontinue heedlessly to import unnecessary goods wo shall, and that before long, find that we 
can m longer obtain abroad. credits n for the purchase of the foodsstufis and raw - 
aateileof which wo are in sbsolato need. ie snsechonn to athe aod. ta 
‘economic and social consequences of such a position would Le.

Article 1.—Subject to the exeoution of special international agreements, the importation 
into France and Algeria of goods of the kinds included in Schedule A annexed to the present 
Decree, coming from, or originating in, foreign countries is prohibited.

RESOLUTION. 
PENSIONS AND GRATUITIES, 


The 18th June, 1920. 


No. 1003-C.S.R.—In Resolution No. 714-C.8.R., dated the 10th May 
1920, it was announced that with a view to the exact scope of the new pension 
rules published in Resolution No. 1085-E.A., dated the 15th Novetnber 1919, 
being made clear the Government of India intended to publish those rules in the 
form of amendments to the Civil Service Regulations. The accompanying 
amendments to the Regulations are now published for general information, 


2. At the end of Schedule B showing appointments carrying additional 
pensions published with Resolution No. 1085-.A., dated the 1sth November 1919, 
it was stated that any other pensionable appointment not included in the schedule 
the minimum substantive pay of which is not less than Rs. 1,500 a month would 
qualify for an additional pension on the lower scale. This statement did not, 
however, correctly interpret the orders of the Secretary of State. The Departments 
in which appointments had already been specified in Schedule B had been considered- 
a8 a whole and those appointments which were regarded as deserving an additional 

ension had already been definitely included. tt ‘was not the intention of the 
Bae of State that appointments in such Departments even though carryi 
4 minimum substantive pay of Rs. 1,500 should automatically become entitled to 
the special additional pension. This has}been made clear in the rules now published. 
But at the same time the Secretary of State has granted to the Government of
